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The Battle of Verdun 
Continues 


Paris; March 9.— Farther pro- 
gress ot the French iv the Cor- 
beaux wood is reported in the offi- 
cial statement issucd by the war 
office tonight, as well as a German 
repulse along the front from Dou- 
anmonut to Vaux. 


London, March 10.—Throwing 
large mosses of infantry aguinst 
the French in the Corbeaux wood, 
to the northwest of Verdun, the 
Germans, after several attacks, in 
which they are declared by Paris 
to have suffered lurge casualties 
have retaken part of the wood 
from which the French had previ- 
ously ejected them. The entire 
region about Verdun continues 
the scene of iutense operations. 
West of Douaumont and the sector 
embracing the villuge of Vaux have 
benn points aguinst which the 
Germans have launched vicious 
attacks, but at both places their 
efforts to advance broke down un- 
det the heavy fire of the French. 

The -Germans claim to have 
taken a ridge west of Donaumont. 
An official German communication 
wimits that the French have again 
a firm footing in Fort Vaux. Paris 
had previously categorical! y denied 
that the Germans had captured 
either the fort or village pf Vaux. 

Est and southeast of ‘Verdan, 
over a front of about seven and a 
half miles, the Germans have been 
ditecting a heavy bombardment on 
the towns of Eix, Mouluinville, 
Villers Sous-Bouchamp and Bon- 
vee, with the French gans snuswer- 
ing them energetically.

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Pioneer Mail Days in West 


Some Hardships. That Had to be En- 
dured by Very Barly Settters 


In the pioneer days of the North: 
west Territories whht was known as 
the Saskatchewan Mail was despatch 
ed from Winnipeg, once every three 
weeks, to all points west, outside the 


boundary of Manitoba, va Fort Pelly, 
Humboldt, Duck Lake, Carlton, Bat- 
tleford and then direct to Edmonto.:. 

The carrying of the mail was let by 
ootitract, the service to be once in 
three weeks, and the trip from Win- 
nipeg to Edmonton, was supposed to 
be accomplished in twenty-three days. 
The mat) was carried in democrat 
wagons in summer and low sleighs 
in winter, drawn by from two to four 
horses, accofding to the state of the 
roads. Log huts and stables were 
built at Fort Ellice, Touchwood Hills, 
Humboldt and other points as mail 
route, ‘1hese wefe known as mail 
stations, and usually a man ran @ sort | 
of “stopping house” for what he could 
msk> out of it in addition to his pay 
for taking care ot the relay of horses 
always kept at toese stations. 

Passengers and express were car-| 
ried by the mail, the fare being $40 
for a passenger “and grub yourself.” 
Some carried their own supplies while 
others paid the regular rate of 50c per 
meal and 25c per nigtc for the privi- 
lege of sleeping on the floor in their 
own bedding. As weight was an im- 
portant consideration, the size of par- 
cela was limite, consequently the 
fond mother who wished to provide 
Christmas cheer for the boys “out! 
west” began several weeks ahead to| 
forward the essentials. One mail car- 
ried the plum pudding neatly sown in 
cotton wrappings, another the cake 
and ingredient for th> pudding sauce, 
and so on. These were carefully 
guarded by the lucky recipient until 
all had arrived. Then friends gather- 
ed to do justice to the occasion, a 
wild goose or other game having been 
put away to complete the bill of fare, 
as Christmas turkey was an unheard- 
of luxury. 


Occasionally when the roads were 
bad, owing to deep snow or high wat- 
er in the creeks—there were’ few 
bridges in those days—the mail driv- 
ers would lose time and consequently 
miss a trip. Hugh Richardson, Jr., 
who died recently in England, was 
postmaster at Battleford, which was 
then the seat of government of the 
Northwest Territories. As the mail 
usually arrived anywhere from ten to 
eighteen days after its despatch from 
Winnipeg, he arranged to hoist the 
Union Jack by day and a lantern by 
night as a signal of its arrival. 


Mail day, with its tidings of good or 
bad news, its official news afd papers 
from the outside world, was always 

- more or less of a holiday and afforded 
an opportunity of friendly chat with 
all the inhabitants of the district. One 
time, in the spring of 1878, the mail 
was two days late, and it was feared 
that something had _ happened, for 
every confidence was placed in the 
faithfulness of tue couriers.

Practice Training in Many Branches 
of Work is Essential 


The training in an agricultural col- 
lege should be essentially practical. 
To secure this, certain features must 
not be neglected in the light of pres- 
ent day conditions. 


(a) The boy should acquire some 
knowledge of the principles of peda- 
gogy. This is essentially necessar; 
if he is tga become a teacher of agri- 
culture. It is not wasted upon the 
boy who returns to private life, es- 
pecially if he has children of his own 
some day to deal with. Then, too, he 
will make a better gchool trustee than 
some we have known in the past. 

“(b) The boy should have a prac- 
tical training in veterinary science as 
part of his course in animal husban- 
dry.

(c) There should be intimate con- 
tact with tne experimental work of 
the college. Most of this is carried 
on during the summer vacation, but 
each boy should co-operate with the 
station by carrying on certain practi- 
cal experiments on his own land. 
Should this result in nothing astound- 
ing in the realm of research, it will 
have served perhaps a greater pur- 
pose in bringing the college into the 
home and home int» the college. Com- 
munity effort makes us wondrous 
kina, and good feeling radiates as 
truly as ‘bad, pessimists to the con- 
trary notwitnstanding.

One first of April it occurred to 
some of the citizens that it would be 
a joke to fool the Mounted Police 
boys, so the flag was hoisted and the 
sentry on guard at the barracks soon 
noticed it, and a detachment was sent 
across for the mail. There was a new 
bridge being built over the Baule 
river, and the only way to cross was 
one one of the stringers twenty feet 
above the water and about sixty feat 
long. Not being experts in crossing 
on single timbers, they had to crawl 
over on hands and knees, and on 
reaching the post office saw the no 
tice “April Fool.” The postmaster, to 
avoid a blessing, was shooting prairie 
chickens jn the sandhills, and escap 
ed for the time being, but got it late:

Importance of Archangel 


Pananeere | 


Development of Port Has Been Re- 
markable During the Past Year 


The trade and commerce depart- 
ment at Ottawa has received an inter- 
esting description of the development 
of the Russian port of Archangel, 
which is now the only Russian port in 
kurope which has direct sea commun 
ication with the outside world. The 
sea is kept open by icebreakérs, two 
of which went from Canada to the 
assistance of the beleaguered Rus- 
sians. 

Archangel is now a city of 40,000 In- 
habitants and the construction of 
transportation facilities is heing rush- 
ed. Two years ago it had only three 
piers; today it has 35. During the 
past year 103 huge warehouses have 
sprung up, but so great is the sea- 
borne trade that these are far from 
sufficient and ships have to lie for 
weeks in the stream before they can 
unload The cnief drawback is ice, 
and if it had not been for this, Arch- 
angel, with its «uv miles of waterfront 

ould have been ono of the finest 
ports in the wona 

But there is a great system of {n- 
land waterways connecting Archangel 
with all of the interior of Russia and 
it is possible to ship goods in summer 
by water to nearly every town in the 
country. The barges and river boats, 
carry up to 2,000 tons each. There 
has been a tremendous congestion of 
cotton at Archangel. 

At Kola, in Lapland, a port {s be 
ing developed. A railway to jit will be 
constructed by next month and the 
value of that port is that the gulf 
stream las enough effect to keep it 
open all the year round. With this 
railway in operation, the whole of 
lussia and Siberia will be linked to- 
gether.

Fattor in Vanquishing 


“Russia ig the country which will 
win the present world war for the al 
es.” 
That statement sums up the, belief 
ef Stanley Wasnburn, war correspond- 
ent, who nas just arrived in Wasning- 
ton after having been with the Kus- 
gian army practically since the start 
ef the war. 

Mr. Washburn made the assertion 
after due detiperation in answer to a 
question concerning his views on Kus- 
gta’s part in thd war. He made it not- 
withstanding the fact that he was 
with the army from the time it began 
its retreat in front of tne Austro+rer- 
man forces in Galicia until it hatte. 
far in Russia. 

“Russia,” Mr. Washburn continued, 
“has passed, and passed successfuily, 
the low tide of its fortunes in this 
war. On the other hand—aithougnh I 
do not want to be put in the position 
of saying that Germany is done by 
any means—it is my beiief Germany 
has passed the zenith of its career in 
the conflict. 

“Nothing convinces me of the ac- 
euracy of this belief more than the 
failure of the German campaign 
against the Russian army.” 

Mr. Washburn was toid that the im- 
pression generally prevailed in this 
country that the German campaign | 
was a victorious one. 

“Quite the opposite, quite the oppo-; 
site,” he contended in answer. “When | 
Germany began its operations against 
the Russian army the latter had plen- 
ty of men, but practically no supplies. 
lt is true that the Germans_ tore 
through Galicia, that at one time they 
tore a hole forty miles wide through 
the very centre of the Russian army, 
but at no time did they accomplish 
the object of their campaign. 

“That object was the destruction of 
the Russian army, which, according 
to the German viewpoint, would com- 
pel Russia to seek a separate peace. 

“What has really happened is this: 
The German soidiers, according to 
what [I gathered from the prisoners 
taken by the Russians, were told that 
Russia would seek peace if they cap- 
tured Warsaw. They captured War- 
saw, but they failed to capture or 
destroy the Russian army defending 
Warsaw. 

“Then the Germans were told that 
if they went on a few miles further, 
the Russians undoubtedly would be 


destroyed and peace with Russia 
would be obtainea. They went not a 
few miles, but manyymiles. 


“But they had to fight.and fight ter- 
rifically all the way. At no time did 
they destroy the Russian army, though 
they did destroy and capture several 
units of the army. 

“Finally the Germans’ reached a@ 
point which is like a balance. They 
could go no farther. If they did, they 
would extend their communications 
beyond the danger point. And they 
knew that all the time they were 
making it simpler for the Russians to 
defend. themselyes. 

‘It is my firm belief that the Rus- 
sian army is far more powerful on the 
defense than the offense. 

“Although it suffered terribly in its 
retreat, tne army inflicted tremendous 
damage on the Germans, Had the Rus- 
sians been as well prepared as the 
Germans, the latter never would have 
advanced half as far as they did. 

“But to get back to the point. The 
German army was told that the cap- 
ture of Warsaw, then the capture of 
Brest, of Riga, of Ivangorod, and of 
any number of places meant peace. 
The German army got those places, 
but it failed to get peace. 

“Consequently there has been a 
telling etfect on the German morale. 
Thus far it has Deen only a seepage, 
but it has been a real seepage. 

“As I regard the situation today, 
Germany and Russia are largely like 
two prize fighters, like Johnson and 
Willard at Havana, if you wish. Ger- 
many has all the science, all of tae 
generalship, all of the weapons, every- 
thing that Johnson had in that fignt. 
But Hke Johnson, Germany has a iim- 
it 10 its pnysical endurance. 

“Russia, on the other hand, has just 
begun to acquire the science, weap- 
ons, and the like, but at bo time has 
Russia been without endurance.

The 
most probable explanation is that a 
German mine-laying submarine, tak- 
ing advantage of this gale, released a 
number of floating mines at the en- 
trance to the Channel, trusting to 
their sinking something as they were 
carried up the Channel. 

But the navy is on the spot and can 
no doubt afford adequate protection to 
our wounded as they return from the 
seat of war.
